for their petty crlnie.^ rather than turning the 
boys over to children's court lor disposal. 

It U evidence of a more scientific and ms' 
ture approach to the whole problem of crime 
on the part of law-enforcing authorltlci. 
,whcu a child's home environment is pointed 
out as the real source of delinquency and the 
situation which requires change. 

Psychologists have long argued that no 
normal Individual li innately good or bad. 
and, though phy.slcul tendencies may be 
tran,sm!ttcd directly from parent to irliiki, 
nothing of a pcr.son's moral nature Is left to 
the^merc chance of blrtli. ' 
, The offspring of criminal parents is ns po- 
tentially a law-abiding citizen as that of the 
most highly regarded member ot any com- 
munity. It is precisely this fact that is con- 
sidered when tittprovcment ot the home be- 
comes the concern ot authorities handling 
, erring Juveniles, rather than punishment of 
the children,

• Because early shipments were large and might 
easily have caused an oversupply in terminal markets, 
Idaho joined with other potato-producing states in 
cncoura^ng home storage wherever facilities were 
available. In this promotion, the country's moat im- 
portant retail stores joined forces with Idaho and 
other potato-producing statos to sell thousands of 
extra carloads of potatoes In an orderly manner. 

• Accounting for some K% of the $73,700 used for 
advertising during the 1943-4* season, Idaho's news- 
paper advertisements reached a total of 3,415,000 
newspaper readers with some 62 million individual 
messages. These messages were carried in 26 of the 
country's leading metropolitan nevnpapcrs, week 
after week throughout the telling season. These ad- 
vertisements not only painted out the superior qual- 
ities, but in addition promoted the use of Idahos to 
save ration points and conserve scarce foods. 

• More than 250,000 pieces of display materisl were 
printed in Idaho and distributed to retail atoret. 
throughout the country. Like the newspaper messages.

• More than 125.000 folders containing recipe And 
nutritional information were distributed to dietitians, 
home economics teachers and students. 

• As a part of Idaho's publicity program, photo- 
graphs, recipes and stories appeared on newspaper 
food pages throughout the country at no space cost 
to the state. 

• Each year has shown the value of employing a man 
to represent the Idaho potato industry In the markets 
of the Middle West, East and South. Main purpose 
is to advise wholesale and retail grocery stores nnd 
markets of tho Idaho advertising program, to encour- 
age purchase of Idaho potatoes, to promote store and 
window displays, educate produce clerks concerning 
Idahos and to report to the Coramlssion on crop out- 
look and competitive sales conditions in each section. 

During the past season, in addition to doing this 
type of work in over 40 cities, C. G. Rice, Idaho's field 
representative, was assigned to many important potato 
industry problems in Washington, D.C. Working un- 
der the direction of the Idaho Advertising Commis- 
sion, Mr. Rice conferred with the War Production 
Board, War Food Administration, 'Office of Price 
Adminiatratidn, Senators, Representatives, nnd many 
other individuals and agencies on behalf of Idalio 
farmers. This resulted in: 

1. Price adjustments favoring Idaho growers. It was 
felt tho original ceiling prices were unfair to 
Idaho, and reasons virere advanced to the proper 
authorities by Mr, Rica and others. Subsequent 
adjustment -brought an estimated $3,500,000 exin 
revenuo to Idaho on U.S. No. 1 potatoes alone I 

2. Obtaining diggers and moton for the Idaho pota- 
to industry. 

3. Securing addttionalallotmenta of fertilizer. 
Idaho's advertising fund is small compared to those 

of other agricultural and industrial commodities, yet 
it is felt that it hoi clearly demonstrated its cfTectivs* 
ness this year.
